been enough at thant point. If 
South had a legitimate  tevo-bid 
(which North's strength should 
have caused him to doubt) he 
would bid again, and North would 
have amole opportunity to bid a 
Grand Slam. And if South's two- 
bid were no ridiculoun that he had 
to pans two dinmonda (as would 
havo been the ense), North would 
have reason to be glad he had not

The Council is made up of five 
permanent members -- United 
States, Britain, Russia, France, 
China—~and six smaller members 
elected for two-year perfods, 

HEART OF QUESTION 

On important questions — all 
five of the permanent members 
must vote “yes.” A single “no” 
vote by any one of the five vetoes 
any action, 

So if the Atomic Comniission 
proposes something which any 
one of the Big-Five disapproves, 
no action can be taken on that 
propesal, 

This ia the heart of the whole 
atomic bomb question, once the 
commission comes up with pro- 
posals, 

But the Commission itself 
will have to move a ep nt at 
time in offering details on the 
four points listed above. There 
may be long intervals between 
steps. 

So that international solution 
of the bomb problem may be 
years away. Meanwhile, until 
our government, through — the 
President or congress, Says 
otherwise, we seem sure to keep 
on making the bombs.
